Sanyo Electric Co., DE 197 53 690 A1 teaches the playback device with a recording medium loaded in said playback device. The 
Applicant asserts on page 3: "However, neither Fig. 16 nor any other Figure of the Sanyo reference show playback device with a recording 
medium completely loaded in the playback device. The Figures of the Sanyo reference contain no teaching as to the location of a 
circumferential edge of a recording medium when completely loaded into Sanyo's playback device. Thus, Sanyo contains no express 
teaching of the location of a recording medium when completely loaded. Additionally Applicant notes that the Sanyo reference cannot be 
fairly read to contain an inherent teaching of a location of a recording medium when completely loaded as the recording medium could be 
located in a variety of positions with respect to the carriage chassis and pickup." The Examiner maintains that Sanyo teaches in Figure 16, 
which is a plan view of the player main body portion 5 and is a diagram showing a portion of pickup arm 500, the pickup arm 500 has a 
concave circular arc-shaped portion which corresponds to the circular arc of disk 12 (col. 12, lines 50-54; also see Tamiya et al., US 
6,198,716 B1, col. 11, lines 40-51, which is the English equivalent). 
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
